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Architect  Named 
Distinguished  Alumnus 

Hickory  Architect  Robert  L.  Clemmer 
was  awarded  the  1965  Distinguished  Alumni 
Award  by  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Alumni 
association  during  its  annual  banquet  at  the 
college  in  May. 

The  alumni  also  presented  a  Distinguished 
Service  Award  to  the  "Citizens  of  the 
Hickory  Community"  in  recognition  of  ser- 
vice and  financial  contributions  to  the  col- 
lege. 

Mr.  Clemmer,  a  1926  graduate  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne,  was  picked  for  the  annual  honor  in 
recognition  of  his  achievements  in  the  field 
of  architecture. 

In  making  the  presentation,  outgoing 
Alumni  President  Jesse  C.  Sigmon,  Jr.,  of 
Newton  referred  to  Mr.  Clemmer's  leader- 
ship as  president,  secretary,  and  director  of 
the  North  Carolina  chapter  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  the  awards  his  firm 
(Clemmer  and  Horton  Associates)  has  won 
from  regional  professional  associations,  and 
his  distinction  as  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects. 

Mr.  Sigmon  called  attention  to  Mr. 
Clemmer's  work  as  architect  for  Lenoir 
Rhyne.  Of  the  17  major  buildings  on  the 
campus,  he  served  as  architect  for  twelve. 

The  president  also  paid  tribute  to  Mr. 
Clemmer's  leadership  as  director  and  former 
president  of  the  alumni  association. 

Mr.  Clemmer  is  the  sixth  Lenoir  Rhyne 
alumnus  to  receive  the  Distinguished  Alum- 
ni Award.  Previous  winners  were  Clarence 
Stasavich  of  Greenville,  football  coach; 
Dr.  Karl  C.  Garrison  of  Athens,  Ga.,  educa- 
tor and  author;  Dr.  W.  K.  Mauney  of 
Kings  Mountain,  industrialist;  Miss  Maud 
Powlas  of  Barber,  retired  missionary  to 
Japan;  and  Dr.  Karl  Z.  Morgan  of  Oak 
Ridge,  Tenn.,  physicist. 

In  making  the  Distinguished  Service 
Award  to  Hickory  community  citizens,  Mr. 
Sigmon  said:  "Over  the  years,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
college  has  been  and  continues  to  be  the 
beneficiary  of  loyal  support  from  the  local 
community. 

"Within  the  shadows  of  the  institution, 
countless  individuals  give  generously  of 
their  time  and  their  resources  to  advance 
the  program  of  Lenoir  Rhyne.  Many  of 
them  have  no  formal  relationship  with  the 
college,  but  they  serve  the  college  un- 
selfishly in  the  interest  of  higher  education." 

Mr.  Sigmon  enumerated  the  many  ways 
the  community  has  served  the  college  and 
facets    of   the    college    program    that    have 


been  aided. 

Mr.  Sigmon  thanked  the  citizens  of  the 
area  on  behalf  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni, 
pointing  out  that  the  acts  of  the  com- 
munity went  unheralded  many  times — partly 
because  they  are  so  numerous. 

More  than  300  alumni,  graduating  sen- 
iors and  visitors  attended  the  event  which 
highlighted  Alumni  Day  activities  on  the 
campus.  Speaker  for  the  banquet  was  Col. 
Dan  F.  Thompson,  former  director  of 
operations  for  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  Missile 
Test  Center  at  Cape  Kennedy. 

The  program  also  featured  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  portrait  of  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad  of 
Kure  Beach  to  the  college  from  his  sons. 
The  portrait  will  hang  in  Conrad  hall,  the 
new  women's  dormitory  named  in  honor 
of  the  former  president  of  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  The  Rev.  Paul  L.  Conrad  of 
Statesville  made  the  presentation  on  behalf 
of  the  family. 

Other  participants  in  the  banquet  pro- 
gram were  the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Shelby  of 
Belmont,  toastmaster;  the  Rev.  Paul  L.

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LOYALTY  FUND  SETS  RECORD 


After  a  two-year  lay-off,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
alumni  resumed  their  record-breaking  habits 
with  the  1965  Loyalty  Fund  which  ended 
on  June  30. 

Two  new  records  were  set  in  the  recent 
effort;  the  total  gifts  reached  a  new  high 
of  $21,242,  and  the  average  gift  established 
a  new  record  of  $28.47. 

Not  since  1962  have  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
alumni  broken  any  records  in  their  annual 
efforts.  In  1963,  the  Loyalty  Fund  was 
merged  with  the  college's  capital  funds  cam- 
paign; solicitation  was  resumed  last  year 
but  the  results  fell  below  the  1962  level. 

In  terms  of  the  total  dollars  given,  the 
total  of  $21,242  in  the  recent  effort  tops 
the  previous  high  set  in  1962  when  $20,444 
was  given.  The  $798  difference  was  enough 
to  make  the  1965  Loyalty  Fund  the  best  in 
the  history  of  74-year-old  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

The  high  average  gift  in  the  recent  ef- 
fort toppled  a  record  set  in  1961  when  the 


alumni  contributed  an  average  gift  of 
$27.37.  The  new  high  in  average  gifts 
represents  an  increase  of  $1.10  over  the  old 
record. 

In  the  other  two  categories,  the  1965 
Loyalty  Fund  did  not  come  near  the  records 
set  in  1962.  The  number  of  donors  giving 
to  the  1965  fund  was  746,  which  was  323 
short  of  the  record  1,069  contributors  who 
supported  the  fund  three  years  earlier.  The 
percentage  of  total  alumni  giving  to  the 
Loyalty  Fund  was  announced  as  7.2  per- 
cent. The  record  of  16.5  percent  was  also 
set  in  1962. 

(The  wide  range  in  the  participation  per- 
centage between  1962  and  1965  is  partly 
attributed  to  the  rapidly  expanding  mailing 
list  of  the  Alumni  Association.  In  1962,  the 
number  of  alumni  solicited  was  6,400;  last 
year,  the  number  solicited  was   10,396.)
